WW2BW’s purpose is to stimulate partnerships that enable clean 
freshwater and ocean environments in the region.  Governments, 
international orgs, NGOs, universities, donors, export credit agencies, and others 
are involved.  WW2BW is an opportunity for your organization or company to 

• Join partnerships around projects or issues; 
• Provide or receive education on environmental business practices that 

companies can use to protect their investments; 
• Demonstrate your corporate responsibility; and, 
• Communicate with officials interested in the sustainable development of the 

region. 
 
WW2BW needs a variety of private sector partners to help achieve 
its purpose.  Participation in WW2BW is not limited to any specific type of 
private sector association, organization or company.  These entitites may find 
WW2BW particularly relevant to their operations, however -  

• Tourism industry such as airlines, hotels, resturants, local tour operators, and the 
dive industry 

• Shipping industry; private ports, shipyards or marinas; and cruise lines   
• Forestry industry; agricultural industry   
• Fishing industry; and industries that support marine science 
• Environmental restoration industries 
• Water, wastewater, waste disposal or other environmental technology firms  
• Any other private sector entity that has investments in the region to protect
